The claims are drawn to a method for the treatment of psoriasis, dermatitis, acne or 
seborrhea (e.g. Claim 1) or to a method for treatment of signs of light-induced or chronological aging 
of the skin (e.g. Claim 10) or a method for promoting hair regrowth/treating hair loss (e.g. Claim 13);
